this report presents data on the nursery school and kinder- 
garten enrollnnent status of children 3 to 5 years old for tlie 
years 1967 \o 1976 Previous Carrent Population reports 
have shown that the num&er of young persons enrolled in- 
creased greatly during this period. Here, the school enroll- 
ment of > to 5-* yeajKbId children IS relaxed to several labor 
force characteristics of their mothers as well as, age, race, and 
number of siblings m the family. 

The statistics m this report are based on new tabulations 
from the October Currj^t Population^ Survey (CPS). Since 
1964, figures on nursery School and kindergarten enrollment 
t)ased on data obtained from the CPS have been publishedjn 
reports of the Bureau of the Census or the National Center 
for Education Statistics, rerterences -to these reports are given 
in the section, "Related Reports"

the decrease m the number of births m recent years (figure 
2),^enrollment m prepnmary program^s (kindergartens and 
n'ur^TY^schools) increased from" about 3'.9 million m 1967 to 
about'.4.B million in 1976 (figure 3). The greatest indease 
occurrei?tt nursery school enrollment which doubled during 
the period while the increase in kindergarten enrollment was 
not significant. 

The proportion of children 3 to 5 years of age enrolled in 
-school program^ increased from about 32 percent in 1967 to 
about 49 percent m 1976. The increase was more dramatic 
for the 3^ and 4-year-old children, in. 1967, only about 14 
percent were Enrolled, buj by 1976 this rate had increased to 
about 31 percent. The enrollment rate of B-year-olds in- 
creased, by about one-fourth, from an already much higher 
enrollment rate of §5 percent in 1967 to 81 pe>cent in 1976. 

The same general trends m enrollment in^jreprimary pro' 
grams occurred for both races (table A)'/tf]e proportion of 
Black children 3 to 5 years of age enrolled in prepnmary 
schools did ROt differ signifi^antfy from that of correspond- 
^ ing White 'children However, the enrollment rates for Black

enrolled compared with 54 percent of Black children. This 
13 percentage point difference had declined to« 5 perpgnt-. 
age point diffel^nce by 1 97-6.^ 

It IS often assumed that thd enrollment of children in. 
nursery school or kindergarten is determined strictly by age, 
that 15, Qni;oHed 3- and 4-year-olds are in nursery schodi and 
enrolled 5-year-olds are tVi ^Kindergarten. Table B shovA«-that 

♦.during, the past 9 years^oout ^ percent of enrolled 3-year- 

' olds have been enrolled in nursery school and at least 90 
percent ot enrolled 5-year-olds have been enrollec/ in kinder- 
garten, «t)ut 4-year-olds have been more evenly split between 
Oursery school and kindergarten. Between 1967 and 1976, 
the proportion of the enrolled 4'year-olds in kindergarten 
shifted downward from about 52 percent to about 36 per- 
cent, this. shift may be a consequence of tVie growth m the 
number of nursery schools. The number of 4-year-olds en- 
rolled in kindergarten stayed about the same, while the num- 
ber attending nursery schools doubled in the 9-year period 
Also, th^ number of 3-year-olds enrolled m school doubled 
The enrollment rate of 3- and 4-year-old children may 

t^cliffer from that of 5-year-old children because of differences 
m the cost and accessibility of the schools Kindergartens, 
attended n^ostly by 5-year-olds, are publicly supporteji. 



though not compulsory, in most States, an0 transportation 
nnay be^provided. Nursery schools,, on the other' hand, are 
overwfielmingly privately controlled with- most charging 
tuitions, and trar)Sportation t^ the scKool is either provided 
for a fee or is the parents' responsibility Another factor for 
the different rates of enrollment and the different levels of 
increase is that a large proportign of children were already 
enrolled in kindergarten by 1967. Also, hndergarten has 
beciome increasingly incorporated as an integral part of pri- 
mary education. Thus the rate of kindergarten enrollment 
increased but more slowly than that of nurset^y scheol

The declining fertility of women has led to smaller American 
faVjiilies As a result, proportionately, mtDre children were 
Ifving in families which had only one or two^children in 1976 
than in 1967 Between 1967 and 1976, the proportion of 
^ children 3 to 5 years otd who had no siblings increased from 
about' 23 to 36. percentand the proportion of children who 
had only one sibling. rose from 29 to 37 percent (not signifi-^ 
cantly different*" from the proportion with rro siblings m 
1976) The proportion of children with two or more sidings, 
on the other hand, decreased from 48 percen; to about 28 
percent during the period Uable C) ^ * . 

Combined enrollment in nurslry school and kindergarten 
programs increased between 196^ and 1976 for children 
from both small and large families, thus, the reduction in

' did appear for the 3- and 4'year-dds For the younger ages, 
children from sm5ll lamil^es (one or two children) had signif i- , 
cantty higher ra\es of enrollment tha/i those from larger 

' familifs (three or more children) Among the possible reasons 
for difference^ in their enrollment rates jDy size of family are - 
that large families may be less abl^to afford the tuition, than 
smalt families, mothers .with more children may ^be less 
mclined to join ;he labor force and more likely to ^tay home 
with their children; and large famines 'may be morp likely to 
have older children to care for younger siblings Rates of 
/^rollment of B-year-olds did not differ significantly by num- 
ber of. siblings probably^bQfause kindergartens are generally 
free and bound,*t6 the public school system's elenr^ntary^ 
schools and transportation system . ^

.Over the past 9 years, both thepropor.tion of children 3 t#5 
years old wit>i mothers m the labor force and the proportion 
of all chndren eni*olled in pVeprimary programs increased In 
1967, 32.percenf of young children had mothers, in the labor 
force, by 1376, this proportion .h9d increased to^42 percent 
(table D). According U) the Bureau of Labor Statistic^, be- 
tween March 1974 and March 1975, "the largest increase 
abor force participation rate$ occurred among wives wit^ ^ 



children-especially mothers whose ^foungest child was 3 to 5 
years old."^ In examining labor force participation rates of 
women by age of "^eir Qhildren, it can be s^n that^ there 
wera no significant differences in rates of participation by 
whether their^cffild was 3' j4, or 5 years .old. These rates by 
race of'the child, howevar, show significant differences m the 
labor force participatiorr rates of the hiothers of 3- to S'-year- 
old children. The rafes for Whit^ mothers increased ovar the ■ 
9-year period from iib^t 30 percent fo 40 percent, whereas 
Black children's mothers' rates of Iab9r force partiapation 
remained around 50 percent. * ' , , 

T^ble D al^so shows labcrr force participation rates for^ 
mothers by whether or npt.the child was enrolled in a pre- 
primary program. Of all children 3 to 5 years of age, those 
who were enrolled in school were more likely to have a 
mother who was m the labor force than those who vyere not 
enrolled. Even when comparing labor force participation 
rates of mothers of children m school. Black vfomen were 
rnore likely to be m the-|abor force ^an White women^ In 
1976,^ about 56 percent of the mothers of Black school- 
=.,tfiildren were in the labor force compared with about 42 
percent of the mothers of enrofled White children. 

' The data in tables D and E indicate the extent to whicfi 
the mfireases'in school enrollment of 3- to S-year-old children 
between 1967 and 1976 Were the 'result of the in^ses tn' 
labor force participation of their mothers, (pearly the enroll- 
ment of 3- and 4-year-old children is liigher if their mothers^ 
are m the labor force, but the data also show that enrollment

jri the labor force Also, m"T976 it was 'apparent that l^or- 
force status of tne mothers was more irtiportarit tha«. maratal 
status in influencing whether '3- and 4-year-old children were 
enrolled ControHing enrolljpent ratej of the children by only 
tl^eiJ^ fjHOth^o's marital status resulted inTates which* weffe not 
significantly different. Moreovet, within a labor force status, 
tthere were.no sigjiificant differences' in rates of enrollment 
by the two different marital statuses examined. Significant 
differences did occur overalf by labor 'force status and also 
when controlling for each mantal status by mother'i labor 
force status ' '

% their childreip since mbst nursery school§ offer only past 'day 
prog rams^ivlrr' 1976, feprolted qhildren whose nM)thers wqrked 
full time »were the most li'kely to* be jn fulfday, programs 
(table F). 'Among children encolled 1^*0 nursery school, about 
77 percent of tKe enrolled, children whose mothers/worked 
part t^me yvere In part-day programs. About 87 percent of 
the nursery school enroll^es whbse-mothers were not rn the 
labor fopce were in Jfrt-day rather than full-day' nursery 
school. When childTen werejanrblled in nursery school, their 

• enrolkroent in full-day r§ther thait part-day programs 
appeared to be -directly related to mothers' full-time -work 
status. The slightly lower^'rate of enrollment In nursery
